Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The independent claims 1 , 21 , 23 and 24 were discussed in view of 
the specification and art rejections. It was communicated to Ms. Roula that the limitation of claims 1 and 23, referring 
to the termination of the Pfu polymerase extension products in the presence of at least two mispairs located within 2 to 
4 bp range downstream from the 3* end of the primer (when the extension proceeds in the absence of an incomplete 
set of dNTPs) does not seem to be suported by the specification. Therefore, clear indication of the support for this 
limitation is required, in the form of experimental data, which may be provided by a declaration. In their present form 
claims 20 and 24 are rejectable over prior art, and they suffer from the same lack of support problem as claims 1 and 
23.
